Fourthly, It vaunteth hot itſelf, is not puffed up, 
doth nat behave itſelf unſeemly. By which we. may 
be aſſured that all Pride is inconſiſtent with this 
Quality ; but as I have treated of this already, un- 
der the Head of its oppoſite Virtue, Humility, 
which I placed firſt, as it is indeed the very Intro-

Fifthly, I ſeeketh not her own. By theſe Words 
the Apoſtle plainly points out the Forgiveneſs of 
Debts, as before he hath done of Injuries (for this is 
the plain Meaning of the Greek, whatever forced 
Conſtruction may be put upon it.)

I would not be righteous over-much, 
or extend this Text too far; as it might perhaps 
unhinge Society: But I cannot diſmiſs This Branch 
without paying a Compliment to the Clergy, who 
are of ah Men the moſt backward to infilt on a 
rigid Payment with their Creditors ; and in Regard 


to their Tithes, which (whether of common Right 


or no, a Matter we may perhaps handle hereafter) 
are certainly by the. preſent Laws of England their 
own, are known to confider not only the Straitneſs 
of Men's Circumſtances, but likewiſe of their Con- 
ſciences as in the Caſe of the Puakers ; for the Truth 
of which, I appeal to common Experience. 

Sixthly, Charity thinketh no Evil. It is void of 
Suſpicion, not apt to cenſure the Actions of Men, 


much leſs to repreſent them in an evil Light to o- 


thers. Hence we may judge how inconſiſtent that 
odious Malignity, which is the Parent of Slander, 
is with the Gharadter of a true Chriſtian Diſciple; a

Seventhly, Rejoiceth not in Inipuity. By this the 
Apoſtle doth not, I apprehend, point at that Joy 
which Sin may be ſuppoſed to give to an evil Mind, 
in the ſame manner as Virtue delights a good one: 
But rather to caution us againſt that feigned Delight 
in Sin, which we ſometimes put on from a Subſer.

Eighthly, To rejoice with the Trath. To rejoice 
in the Company of good and virtuous Men, with- 
out the Recommendation of Titles and Wealth, or 
the Aſſiſtance of Dainties and fine Wines. To give 
God Thanks who hath revealed the Truth to us, and 
to rejoice in all thoſe who walk in it. 
VNinthly, Charity beheveth all Things, hopeth all 
Things. It is inclined to maintain good and kind 
Thoughts of Men. It is a Stranger to all Sournels 
and Bitterneſs of Mind, that Moroſeneſs of Temper 
which ſeduces us to think Evil of. others; whereas, 
Charity always turns the PerſpeRive, with a friend- 
ly Care to 5 7785 all good Actions, and leſſen evil.

The Care or Cure of Souls is therefore ſaid to be

I apprehend this is not of any 
great Antiquity, and was formerly applied only to 
iſnops, as may be ſeen in old Writs, Ren ven- 
rabili &e. yet, in latter Commiſſions and Acts of 
Parliament, when the- Clergy are named, it is al - 
ways by the Title of Reverend, a Word of greater 
Reſpect than that which we apply to the Nobility. 
Beſides this, there are a great Variety of ſpiritual 
Titles and Honours gradually aſcending till we come 
to the Biſhops, who are Lords of Parliament, and 
hold of the King by Barony, in reſpect of which 
they take Place of all thoſe, Barons in the Realm, 
who have no ſuperior Dignity; the Archbiſhop of 
York takes place of all the Dukes after the Chancel-

© Privilege, ſays my Lord Coke, took its Root 5 
from a Conſtitution of Pope Gaius, that no Man 
* ſhould accuſe the Prieſts of Holy Church before 
* a Secular judge.“ It extended to Murder, and all 
Crimes except High Treaſon againſt the King's Per- 
ſon : But as this was by Ordinance de Gratia, and 
not On , The Clergy never thought themſelves 
ſure of it, *till it was confirmed by Authority of 
Parliament, which it was with ſome little Reſtric- 
tion by the Statute of Weftminfter 1 Chap. 2. and af- 
terwards by the Articuli Cleri Chap. 15. This Pur- 
tion was made ſo ill an Uſeof, and found ſo contrary 
both to. Reaſon and Juſtice, that (after the Benefit of 
Clergy had been taken away in Murder, Rapes, 
Houldrcaking, and other Offences by ſeveral Sta- 
tutes in the Reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward VI.)

| Succeſs in this, as in moſt Contentions, hath as 
often been owing to Conduct, as to Courage or 
Strength. I remember a famous Prize- Eater, who 
had by many laxative Doſes reduced his Body to 
ſuch a Habit. that his Belly was little more than a 
Vehicle to convey his Meat downwards. . By which 
means, he had overeome all the celebrated Eaters 
of his Age, and his Houſe was every where adorned 
with Trophies of the Conqueſts of his Jaw. The 
Weapon he chiefly delighted in was a Surloin of 
Roaſt-Beef, at which he never was out- done but 
once; but this, as he afterwards told me, gave him 
little Pain, when he diſcovered that his Antagoniſt 
was a Roman Catholic, and was juſt diſcharged 
from his Lent Diet.
